Son of a buckle manufacturer, Thomason was apprenticed to Messrs. Bolton and Co., of Soho, at age 
sixteen. Taking over the family business in 1793 he soon "added a department for the making of 

everything from "machinery, worked by a small steam engine, and all fixed in a fire-ship, to steer 
herself into the enemy's harbours...(and) set fire to the enemy's fleet' to "the sliding toasting 
fork. . .common now in all the shops." In 1832 he was knighted by William IV, largely in appreciation 
for his 1830 production of sixty large silver medals depicting biblical scenes. Sets of his "Medallic 
Bible" were presented to all the principal rulers of Europe and many such honors were accorded him. 
Base metal sets were also issued along with many other numismatic productions. The Memoirs are 
particularly valuable as a record and sourceof information on these numerous numismatic endeavors 
and, also, comprise virtually the only source of information in The Dictionary of National Biography 
listing of Thomason.
